GENERAL HARRISON'S FUNERAL. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 17.—Surround-

Close by the grave

Everything was in ex- 
cellent taste and there was an utter ab- 
aeuoe of any friction, At the house, 
Rev. Dr. Hainea read a short passage oi 
scripture and delivered a short eulogy, 
as did Rev. Dr. Niccol, of St. Luke's. 
The service closed with a brief prayer 
by Rev, Dr. Haines. From the house 
the body was borne to the church and 
while the carriages were discharging 
the occupants at the church door, a fire 
engine came down the street at top speed 
directly toward the crowd. The peo- 
ple made wild rushes in every direc 
tion, to avoid the danger, but the 
driver showed great skill in handling 
his horses and nobody was injured. 
President MeKiuley was half way be- 
tween the sidewalk and the church 
when the commotion attracted bis at 
ten tion. He stopped with anxiety on 
liis face, until the stir was orer, and 
then resumed his walk to the cburcb. 
The services in the church were oou 
ducted by Rev. Drs. Brines undNiocol, 
and the singing consisted of hymns by 
the cboir-and a baritone solo in whicb 
the choir joined in the chorus.

Mr. Carnegie-decided long ago to give 


New York an opportunity to remember 
him with gratitude for all time, but 
arranged to be on tl«* ocean when his 
gift was announced. 


So it was that not until now did the 


trustees of The New York public libra- 
ry, through whom the proffer was ten- 
dered, make Air. Carnegie's offer pub- 
lic. This was done by a letter to May- 
or Van TVyck, inclosing the brief but 
pithy communication sent by Mr. Car- 
negie to Dr. John S. Billings, a director 
of the library, the day before the mil- 
lionaire sailed for Europe. 


This is Mr. Carnegie's letter, written 


from iiis home,5 West Fifty-first street: 


Dear Dr. Billings—Oar conferences upon the 


needs of Greater Xew York for breach libraries lo 
reach the masjes of the people in every district 
have convinced roe of the visdorn of your plans. 


Sixty-five branches striie one -at first as a very 


large order, but as other cities hate found, one 
necessary for even' 60.0M or 70,003 of population 
the number is not excessive.

You estimate the :ncrairc cost of these libraries

As estimated by Dr. Billings, who 


held the many conferences with Mr. 
Carnegie which resulted iu his offer, it 
will require nearly $500.000 a year to 
maintain these branches of the New 
York Public library, but the city pays 
at present nearly $300,000 yearly for 
the few branches within the reach of 
the people, ao there would be little in- 
crease, considering the immense, bene- 
fit to be derived. 


In the branches proposed for the 


boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
Dr. Billings says there should be 
5,000,000 volumes for circulation for 
home reading and an additional 500,- 
000 volumes in the circulating depart- 
ment, and it would be necessary to 
supply 40,000 volumes a year in new 
works to replace those books which 
had become worn out by excessive 
handling. 


.Jubilant as were all those interested 


in library and educational work when 
the heard of Mr. Carnegie's plan, it 
was conceded that there were many 
difficulties to be overcome before the 
offer could be accepted. It may bo, of 
course, that other wealthy philan- 
thropic citizens will bo ready to mako 
gifts to the city of the necessary sites 
for tho library buildings, but should 
none feel inclined 1o do this there is 
SOIIIP doubt ns to whether the libraries 
oulri be classed as "public buildings," 
for which the municipal assembly has 
the power to acquire sites. 


Speaking of Mr. Carnegie's proposal, 


Dr. Billings said: 


''If it is accepted, it will result in 


New York having the greatest free li- 
brary system in the world. 
Wo may 


fairly Infer that Mr. Carnegie's idea is 
that tUc whole system should be under 
one management, that of the trustees 
of the Xew York Public library, but 
this is not made one of his conditions."

At 10 o'clock the military organiza- 


tions marched to the Harrison resf- 
dc-nce at Thirteenth, and Delaware 
streets, where many other civic and 
m i i itary organizations had already gath- 
ered. On behalf of the state a com- 
mittee, composed of General Lew Wal- 
lace, representing ihe army; Admiral' 
Ucorge Brown, representing. the navy, 
and John H. Barker, United States 
judge for this district, representing the 
citizens and lawyers, took charge of 
the body. It was attired in a black 
suit of Prince Albert style and rested 
in the casket in" the front parlor of 
the residence, surrounded . by floral 
tributes. 


The multitude stood 
with bared 


heads as the body was borne from the 
house to the hearse, which was drawn 
by four black horses. The column was 
then formed'and moved south on Dela- 
ware street to Washington street, the 
main thoroughfare of the city, and 
west on Washington street to the state 
capitol. 


Order of Procession. 


A platoon cf mounted policemen 


headed the column, followed by Briga- 
dier General W. J. McKee of the na- 
tional guard aud his staff. 
The in- 


fantry regiments came next, followed 
by the artillery battalion, various other 
military organizations, including high 
school cadets from several cities and 
buys' brigade companies. 


Xext iu order came the Btate .Bar 


association, headed' by Judge Davis;

The funeral car came next, escorted

At various points along the liue of 


march were suspended -15 large flags,

lino was appropriately adorned. The 
streets were filled with thousands of 
citizens, and several hundred special 
policemen were needed to keep the 
streets clear. 


At the statehonse the body was 


borne through the south entrance to a 
place directly beneath the central dome. 
surrounded by scores of floral designs. 
The doors were opened" to the public 
at 12:30 o'clock and remained open un- 
til 10 o'clock at night. 


Thousands of people viewed the re- 


mains of the former president.

pearance again until the nest season. 


Icelanders do not allow dogs to be taken 


on a fishing expedition, believing that if 
they enter the boats or touch tho tackle 
tho catch is bound to be a poor one. 


To overturn a saltcellar is always un- 


lucky, but especially so on board, it being 
then a sure sign that the ship is doomed. 
A serious peril or accident is foretold toy 
tho loss overboard of a mop or a bucket 
In many places the fisher folk forbid any 
co-anting from land of the ships out at 
sou, and it is considered a malicious dead, 
little short of murder, for anyone to beck- 
on to a vessel.

Over the New Lobster Law. 


Tbe Portsmouth Times of last week 


contained tbe following items of much 
nterest to this locality.

Paased a Lobster Law. 


"The legislature of Massachusetts has 


passed a lobster law making tbe length 
of lobsters 9 1-2 inches, the same as in 
Uhode Island. As the New Hampshire 
law makea 10 1 2 inches as tbe legal 
length of a lobster here, the result will be 
that all the lobsters caught on tbe New 
Hampshire coast will be shipped to 
Boston." 


The second item.refomng to the pro- 


ceedings of Wednesday last in the Kew 
ilampshire senate upon the same sub- 
] ->ct matter, and to the plucky and per- 
sistent efforts ot the senator from this 
district to place both the fishermen and 
the lobster consumer on as nearly as 
possible un equality with those of our 
a joining states.is herewith quoted ver- 
batim as follows: 


"In the afternoon tbe senate was in 


session some time and got over <* large 
amount of routine business. 
The bill 


revising the fish and game laws of the 
state was the subject of considerable 
controversy, Senator Urch in particular 
making a "big kick" in reference to 
the short lobster provision, which he 
sought to have amended, but the bill 
was finally passed without change."

Tha queer thing* in the Xjidrone* in- 


clude a tree tho fruit ot which is «o ob- 
noxious fo the n<wml« that a man cannot 
"keep, his stomach" and smell it. But 
oncv past the nose it is so delicious that 


}»«.•> w ill eat until too full to walk. This 
fruit ripens once a month and is plentiful 


A nut which «an be eaten shell and all 


is another queer product. The shell is 
brittle like a.cracker, sweet and good. 
Tu« inside has a kernel which can only bo 
bitten w hen ths fruit is fresh. 


Another fruit is so rare that it is used 
as a coin. 


A very queer mineral product is a stone 


which changes color in The atmosphere. 
Cold days it is black, hot days it is bright 
red, when rain threatens it is pinkish, and 
in cloudy -weather it is blue. This stone 
lies on the highways, and the pedestrian 
can forecast his own weather. 


A great yellow flower which opens and 


closes to the sun at noon is another novel- 
ty. This flower takes only five minutes to 
open and shut. For one minute re is wido 
open, showing a white center with golden 
heart. It opens directly up to the sun and 
closes tight with drooping, hoad- Ii varies 
tioi ono minute in the whole lifetime of 
the plant. • On-cloudy days it opens, hut 
its petals point downward.f or the stem does 
not rise as on sunny days. This flower 
acts as a clock to the natives. The do- 
mestic animal of the Ladrones is a small 
bird called a "laughing donkey." It 
laughs like a parrot, but has projections 
at tho side of its head which give rise to 
tho name. Another household pet is the 
Japanese poodle, which is very small 
and very curly haired. This dog catches 
its own fish tn the lagoons and eats fruit 
from the guava tree. 


' The man who owns a farm in the La- 


drones is a rich man, for he can support 
life without labor. Breadfruit trees grow 
wild and with the cocoanuts are the shade 
trees of the island. A grove of breadfruit 
trees to a Ladrone islander is what a herd 
of western cattle is to a ranchman. Fruit 
grows all the year round, and every qual- 
ity of queer edible tropical fruit is found 
there. . 


A very valuable possession is the palm 


grove, which extends la a belt all across 
the islands. This grove consists of palm 
trees which rise side by side so close to- 
gether ^hjjt you can hardly, except for the 
sleaideijness. of -the -trrrnks' o£ tne, trees," 
penetrate into the depth's of1 th'e palnffor-- 
est. 
They grow vegctablc.ivory, which in 


commerce is as good as the elephant tusk 
This ivory can be used in all cases that do 
not call for great durability, and for or- 
naments it cannot be surpassed,—Rich- 
mond Times.

MARD1 GRAB BALLS OF YORE. 


Slave* Bearing Lanterns Led the El- 


egntit Creoles to the Dance. 


•' The JIardi Gras balls in the early days 


were held in the first Kew Orleans Opera 
House, and since then in the present ono, 
which today is historic,'' writes Harrydele 
Hallmark in The" Ladies' Homo Journal 
of the social life of Kew Orleans. "Then, 
as now, the floor ol the Opera House was 
given over to the dancers. The refresh- 
ments consisted of orange flower sirup 
mixed with water and supar and served 
with homemade cake. 
All the ladies 


walked to the placo of entertainment. 
They could not ride because the streets 
wero so narrow and the gutters so wido 
that a carriage wculd probably have broken 
down. 


"On such evenings in the old days the 


town was given over to tho laughing 
groups of stately gowned women who had 
brought over with them from Paris their 
silk frocks and their jeweled snuffboxes, 
audwho'kept=Mnie. Sophie for their dress- 
maker. In;front-of each group of splen- 
didly gowned women wero African slaves 
holding lanterns by whose dim light the 
merry groups found their way. -Behind 
tho men slaves came the women slaves, 
bearing the satin slippers of their niis 
tresses in their hands. 


"If the weather were too inclement for 


the cortege to pass through the streets in 
this manner, a postponement of tho ball 
was cried through tho streets to the sound 
of a beating drum, and the ladies wijo sat 
ou tho upper balconies chatted with tho 
crier. It was understood that the ball 
would take placo on the next lino evening 
As for the street pageants, there was 
none. Men and women laughed aud chat- 
ted in tho narrow streets and pelted each 
other with paper balls. It was revelry 
without system from a pure love of gay- 
ety."

preservers on. Tho life preservers vrcre 
fastened upon the bodies, but were fasten- 
ed around the1 belts instead of undor ibe 
arms, and the greater weight of the up^cr 
part of the body had tipped the head undoi 
water and the person was infctilibly 
drowncd. 


Kow, 
the greater number of the persons 


so drowned were French, and the French 
term for a .life, .preserver is "ccinture do 
sauvelagc," or "life saving belt." This 
word "ccinture" suggests to thu mind, 5n 
its moments of disorder and unreadiness 
such as a groat catastrophe brings, tho 
idea, of putting on a belt, and as a bolt i* 
put around the waist and nowhere else 
the frightened person instinctively adjusts 
the life preserver closo about tho hips 
The result is that as soon as thu prcson so 
provided falls into tho water his body tips 
over, with the heavier portion downward. 
and the head is plunged beneath tho sur- 
face. 


The word "belt," therefore, the French 


writer insists, was the cause of tho loss of 
niany lives in the Bourgognc disaster.
